An Inevitable Conflict Pending. 


Today, as yesterday, as tomorrow, and 


as for a long time to come, the situation 
of France aud Germany forms the great 
subject of anxiety which ia imposed 
upon tha meditation of all European 
statesmen. At no other point is it fore- 
seen that war can break ont. Russia has 
great ambitions and Italy^ias strong de- 
sires, but Russia is for years doomed 
merely to chorish ambitions, for she can- 
not realize them single handed, and it 
does not depend upon her to provoke a 
general wnr, which would bo one result 
of her combined action with France; 
while as for Italy, she will never Ventura 
to give the signal of war, for if she did 
the would be left to herself and would 
be speedily crushed. It coutd be solely 
as the result of a general war that Italy 
could obtain her share, and in the pres- 
ent state of her alliances she could take 
that share only from France, so that a 
general \var alone could procure it for 
her, inasmuch 113, if she were left single 
handed, she would not be able to over- 
eouao France. 


Neither Austria nor England dreams 


of war. It is therefore still, as twenty 
years ago, France and Germany who 
could occasion war; because, whatever 
may be alleged, whatever may be pro- 
claimed or whatever may be concealed, 
these two nations desire war—war, first 
for its own sake, and next for the rest; 
and if, in order to have done with this 
everlasting Franco-German nightmare, 
Europe could now promise to fold her 
arms, and afterward to intervene merely 
as arbiter, war would break out to-mor- 
row between France and Germany, for 
thp fatality of war haunts and overrides 
bo. . nations.—De Blowitz in Harper's 


Pre-cvolutlonary Errors. 


Most of the shortcomings of the old 


method of histoi-ical writing resulted 
from the fact that the world was looked 
at from a statical point of view, ox as if a 
picture of the world were a series of de- 
tached pictures of things at rest. The 
human race and its terrestrial habitat 
were tacitly assumed to have been al- 
ways very much the same as at present. 
One age was treated much like another, 
and when comparisons wore made it was 
after a manner as different from the 
modern comparative method as alchemy 
was different from chemistry. 


As men's studies had not yet been 


turned in such a direction as to enable 
them to appreciate the immensity of 
the results that are wrought by tho 
cumulative action of minute causes, 
they were disposed to attach too much 
importance to the catastrophic and mar- 
velous; nnd the agency of powerful in- 
dividuals—which upon any sound theory 
must be regarded as of great importance 
—they not only magnified unduly but 
rendered it unintelligible when they 
sought to transform human heroes into 
demi-gods. 


It thus appears that the way in which 


our forefathers treated history was part 
and parcel of the way in which they re- 
garded tho world. Whether iri history 
or in tho phy&ie.xl sciences, they found 
themselves confronted by a seemingly 
chaotic mabs of facts with which they 
could deal only iu a vague and groping 
manner and in small detached groups.—

Cement Stronger Thiin Stone. 


Prom a number of careful tests made 


to ascertain the precise strength of an- 
chor bolts set in Portland cement in the 
ordinary way, the fact appeared that the 
joint -was really stronger than the stone. 
In this demonstration 2-inch iron rods 
were set into the stones some H$ inches, 
and then subjected to the test. The first 
rod had a screw thread to improve the 
grip of the cement, and the cement be- 
gan to yield at a load of 83,000 pounds, 
the breaking of the stone taking place at 
60,000 pounds. With a plain, smooth 
rod it -was found that the cement began 
to yield at a load of 84,000 pounds, but 
the rock broke at 67,000 pounds. Thus, 
though the strength of the cement joint 
was not developed, it was inferred that, 
in a suitable setting, the cement joint on 
a smooth rod might be made to break 
the rod.—New York Sun.

THE DIRECT TAX. 


Under the provisions of an Act of Con- 


gress, approved March 2,1891, there was 
appropriated out of any money in the 
treasury not otheiwise appropriated such 
sums aa may be necessary to reimburse 
each State autl Territory for all money 
found dae to them for the direct tas 
levied under the Act of Congress of 1861. 
It is provided that no money shall be 
paid any State or Territory until the Leg- 
islature thereof shall have accepted by 
resolution the sum appropriated and the 
trusts imposed in full satisfaction of all 
claims against the United States on ac- 
count of the levy and collection of the 
direct tax, and shall hare authorised the 
Governor to accept such money for the 
uses and purposes aforesaid. The Act 
provides that where the sums or any part 
thereof credited to any State or Territory 
have been collected by the United States 
from the citizens or Inhabitants thereof, 
such sums shall be held in trust for the

NBW YOBK, November 12.-The ABHO-

All claims under the trust created 
by the Act shall ba filed with the Gov- 
ernor of the State or Territory within six 
years from the date of the passage of the 
Act, and all claims not so filed shall be 
forever Debarred, and the money attribu- 
table thereto shall belong to the State. 


According to the provisions of the Act 


every person in this State who paid direct 
taj to the Government should file his 
claim with tbe Governor, anil then pa- 
tiently wait until a Legislature is con- 
vened that will adopt a resolution accept- 
ing the conditions imposed by Congress. 
The last Legislature, though in session at 
the time of the passage of the Act and 
for some time thereafter, paid no atten- 
tion to the Act, hence claimants will 
have to wait for their money, although 
the money to pay them is in the United 
States Treasury. 
Several States, among 


others California and Hew York, have 
drawn their quota from the United States 
Treasury, because their 
Lrgislaturea, 


which were in session at the time, took 
action on tho matter and adopted tho res- 
olution required by Congress, but Ne- 
vada was not among the number. 


POLYGAMY DEAD IN UTAH. 


Hon. Charles S. Zane, who was ap- 


pointed ona of the Federal Judges of 
Utah, and advocated the election of the 
Republican ticket iu that Territory at 
tqe recent election, has an article in the 
Forum on polygamy in Utah. He says: 


"There are probably 150,000 Mormons 


in the Territory, many of whom are nom- 
inally so. Amid the contentions between 
them and the Gentiles, many of them 
have sided with the church in which aro 
their parents, relatives and friends, with- 
out embracing its faith.

Secretary to redeem in bullion at not U-es 
than the coin valne thereof, on the request 
o( tbe note holders, a moderate coinage to 
be prescribed, all the remainder to be 
coined at the Secretary's discretion; all 
gold and silver bullion and coin resulting 
to be held dollar for dollar as a metallic 
reserve for the notes outstanding, all the 
Treasury notes of the Act of 1890 and all 
gold and silver certificates, when received, 
to be replaced by tbe proposed new notes, 
secured as provided and redeemable ns 
prrscribed. Tbe President of the United 
States to be requested to proclaim our 
adoption of the European coinage ratio 
for gold and wlver, when Continental En- 
rope re-opens her mints to silver, our

Half1 Starved Uubes and Children That 


Uve on Decayed Frnlt and Nourish- 
ment That I» Worse—Deadly Smells 
Abound and How They Are Corrected. 
Twenty minutes in one of the districts 


Cf the summer corps of the board of 
health •will enable any one to obtain an 
idea of bow the tenement house people 
live. Imagine tbat you have accepted 
an invitation to spend twenty minutes 
with one of the summer doctors. 


It is a hot August day, 8 o'clock in the 


morning. The air even at this early hour 
is stifling. Are you surprised to find 
life astir here? Remember you are in 
the midst of the poor people, who begin 
their day's labor at 6 o'clock. Entering 
our district, nothing escapes oar eyes. 
See this stand on the corner piled up 
with fruit, beautiful to behold, suggest- 
ing a garden in the tropics. But what 
is that odor? And this wee newsboy— 
what does he want to buy? 


Curiosity to Bee what the child is go- 


ing to buy, also our duty impelling us 
to discover the cause of the odor, hold 
us a moment;. We see that he buys two 
peaches for a cent, and then for the first 
time notice that the luscious heaps con- 
sist of piles of decaying fruit thrown 
promiscuously together—rotten pears, 
bananas and peaches; this rotten fruit 
selling at two and three for a cent. We 
mildly accost the owner and tell him 
such fruit is not wholesome; it ought to 
be thrown away. 


He "doesn't care" about the unwhole- 


someness of the stuff. 
We then show 


our badge and make him throw it away. 
We pass on thinking that we have saved 
the lives of many children, an ounce of 
prevention being better than a pound of 
cure. 


Pushing our way we proceed, it is 


really pushing our way, for the street is 
lined with mothers, each holding a baby 
in her arms, with another dragging on 
to her skirts. Some are sitting on the 
stoops, some in the areas and others on 
the curbstones; in fact they are all over. 
Suddenly we hear a pitiful wail from a 
little baby. We know what that means 
—it means that the baby is thirsty The 
mother also thinks she knows. 
She 


gives it the breast. The poor baby, after 
clutching it eagerly and taking many 
swallows, releases it and again cries that 
same pitiful, forlorn wail. 


BLESSED WATEK. 


Can any one be ignorant that nothing 


can quench thirst but water? Milk is a 
poor substitute. Here is a chance to 
give a private lecture, and presently we 
are telling the mother that the baby 
needs water to quench its thirst; the hot 
weather makes it sweat a good deal; it 
loses a great deal of water and so needs 
a great deal. A passing ice wagon fur- 
nishes a scrap of ice. It does one good 
to see how eagerly baby sucks it. This 
mother lives in a house where there ore 
fifteen other mothers, and asking her to 
tell the others, we walk away feeling 
sure before night all these babies will be 
drinking water. We have told her to 
boil the water, put it on ice and then 
give it to the baby to drink. 


Looking up and down the street we 


see that it is- very dirty, Going over to 
investigate a pile of dirt, we see on its 
uphill side a pool of stagnant' water 
which is almost green. Given a-1 hot 
August day, a peck of garbage and .the 
universal dust, and we have a germ 
breeding center. The people inhale this 
air all day and all night. 


Looking around we see the houses that 


need us most—dirty, filthy houses. No 
wonder the people camp out in the streets 
all day—yes, and all night. We see a 
group of mothers and children standing 
at a hall door. They make room for us 
to pass. We stop to speak to them. 
Noticing a weary, white faced girl of 
About twenty years, and seeing a child 
clinging to her dress, we ask her about 
the baby, then about herself. She tells 
us that the baby is a year and a half old, 
still nursing. Asking her if she does not 
know that babies should be weaned at 
nine months, the answer we receive is, 
yes, 
that she knows, but it does not hurt 


it and it saves the cost of buying milk 
for the baby, for they are very poor. 


DEATH IS THE CELLAR 


Out in theyard we notice a child about 


three years old, with an old man's face 
—this face being characteristic of rick- 
etts, that disease now becoming so com- 
mon among poor people. This little one 
is busy eating an apple skewered on n 
stick, and eating it as if it were its en- 
tire breakfast; not dessert or any relish, 
but its whole meal. In contrast to this 
one and other dirty children, three clean 
children attracted attention, and what a 
contrast! 


Our twenty minutes is almost up, but 


we can hardly tear ourselves away from 
this gypsyhke encampment. A last look 
at them forces a smile, as we see a Ger- 
man honsefrau with her basket of lunch, 
blanket and knitting She has evidently 
come from an upper story to spend the 
day on the sidewalk. In the hall we 
meet a pleasant faced, motherly woman, 
she is evidently the janitress. 
We ask 


her about the number of families in the 
house, children, plumbing, sickness, etc. 
We notice a distinct odor in the hall 
Well try the cellar. She lights us down 
there, and answers glibly all our ques- 
tions. We are really ashamed to have 
suspected anything wrong in the cejlar, 
but the odor is a danger signal, which 
says, "Take heed; danger 1" 


We look around the cellar; all clean 


and dry. 
We are just going to leave 


when we see a relieved look in her face, 
and suspecting at once something wrong, 
begin to pry about from end to end. 
Knocking on one end of the wall we find 
it not solid, but boarded up. We pull 
one of the boards out and discover the 
the cause of the odor. There lies an un- 
derground lake, fed not by springs, but 
by an old leak in the sewerl This, at 
least, the authorities can deal with. We 
report the case at once.—New York 
Herald.
